They said Miss Bacon had 
been living in a commune in 
Washington and has only been 
in Seattle once before, a half­

through town. 
Miss Bacon, 19, of Atherton, 
Calif., has been held since last 
week on $100,000 bond as a ma­ 
terial witness in the case. She 
was brought here last Thursday 
under a subpoena issued by 
U.S. District Court in Seattle. 
Fayad and Steinborn said aft­ 
er Sunday’s session that the 
government had established for 
the first time a “clear con­ 
nection” between the bombing 
and the grand jury probe here, 
but they said the connection 
seemed to be based on mis­ 
information. 
“The government got today 
to what they told us was the 
meat of the case,” Fayad told 
newsmen. “We saw some meat, 
but

nection apparently was “some­ 
thing dealing with meetings of 
plans here.” He said the gov­ 
ernment spent some time ask­ 
ing questions concerning the 
bombing.

Vast System 
Of Caves 
Discovered 


WHITESBURG, Ky. (AP) ■ 
Ray Love, who has studied geo­ 
logical formations across the 
continent, says he has discov­ 
ered a series of caves that 
could be the largest in the 
United States. 
Nearly all the cave area lies 
under land comprising the Pine 
Mountain State Park. 
Love said he was checking out 
a small chartered cave nearly 
three weeks ago and found the 
system which may run as far 
as 60 miles and contain rooms 
with ceilings of at least 400 feet. 
“I have already seen enough 
to rate this cave the most out­ 
standing in the country,” he re­ 
ported, adding that an under­ 
ground river is “20 feet deep 
and clear as crystal.” There al­ 
so is a 50-foot waterfall, he said. 
Inside 
the 
cave, 
continued 
Love, is a hole that has a sheer 
drop of 325 feet, “ the second 
deepest such hole known in any 
cave in America . . . second only 
to the one in New Mexico.” 
Letcher County officials al­ 
ready have contacted the state 
Parks 
Department 
to 
obtain 
rights to develop the cave as a 
local tourist attraction. “ In fact, 
we have already started de­ 
veloping roads to the area of the 
cave entrance,” said Letcher 
County Judge Bob Collins. 
Love says the entrances will 
be close to the new Highway 119 
that will go from Whitesburg ov­ 
er the mountain-giving tourists 
easy access to the area. 
Estimating that the cave may 
be about five million years old, 
Love said he thinks it runs from 
the Breaks Interstate Park at 
the Kentucky-Virginia border to 
Cumberland in Harlan County. 
He also said the U.S. Forest 
Service is sending two men to 
the cave May 8 to climb down 
the 325-foot sheer drop hole.

Altho u g h Eg y ptian President Anwar Sadat de­ 
sig nated April as the mo nth o f decisio n fo r peace 
rt>r war in the Middle East, the mo nth ended 
iind no o ne is o v erly o ptimistic abo u t pro spects fo r 
e settlement. 
Despite shifts and o ffers, u ltimate g o als o f the 
Arabs and Israelis 
remain 
u nchang ed. 
Arabs 
want their land back. Israelis want reco g nitio n 
and secu rity thro u g h defensible bo rders. 
THOSE AREAS that hav e been reg arded as 
po tential po ints o f ag reement are do u btfu l do o r­ 
way s to peace becau se o f a lack o f co mplete 
cando r. 
Eg y pt’s pro po sal to o pen the Su ez Canal has 
wo n internatio nal praise and the Israelis hav e 
been called o bstinate fo r blo cking this “peace” 
o ffensiv e. 
- Few peo ple hav e bo thered to lo o k into why Is 
rael is relu ctant to accept Mr. Sadat’s plan. 
Z It sho u ld be plain to all that mo re is inv o lv ed 
in the plan than merely o pening the Su ez Canal. 
If Eg y pt wants to do this all that really has to 
be do ne is to clear the su nken ships fro m the 


channel. 
, 
It isn’t necessary fo r the Israeli tro o ps to with­ 
draw fro m the canal fo r the waterway to fu nc­ 
tio n. The Israelis co ntro l the Straits o f Tiran bu t 
they do n’t hamper nav ig atio n. 
Obv io u sly mo re is at stake in the Su ez Canal 
matter. Eg y pt’s requ est that Israelis withdraw 
co ntains no clau se that wo u ld prev ent Eg y ptian 
and Ru ssian tro o ps fro m mo v ing into the area 
u ntil a settlement is reached. 
Becau se internatio nal interests are inv o lv ed in 
the Su ez issu e, the Eg y ptians wo u ld like to u se 
it to pu t pressu re o n Israel fo r co ncessio ns that 
wo u ld impair the small co u ntry ’s defense po stu re. 


ISRAEL, LIKEWISE, is ho pefu l o f ty ing a Su ez 
ag reement to o ther issu es to ero de the state o f 
bellig erency that ex ists in the Middle East. 
The Su ez Canal is o nly o ne part o f the Middle 
East pictu re bu t its co mplicated natu re and its 
v alu e as po litical pro pag anda serv e to ex plain 
why there is a stalemate. 
Mo re cando r and mo re time are two “mu st” 
ing redients fo r a Middle East settlement recipe. 


Focusing On the Future 


With wars, bo th ho t 
and 
co ld, 
preo ccu py ing 
wo rld leaders and diplo mats, it is so mewhat re­ 
assu ring »to kno w that o ther men are try ing to 
Wo rk o u t a way o r way s to ensu re a mo re peace­ 
fu l wo rld o rder. 
One o rg anizatio n wo rking to ward this end is 
the Stanley Fo u ndatio n o f Mu scatine, Io wa, which 
spo nso rs sev eral pro jects in the field o f interna­ 
tio nal affairs. 
Amo ng these is the Strateg y fo r Peace Co n­ 
ference which, in 1970, has as Ks theme, “Wo rld 
Order in the Nex t Generatio n.” 


A NONPROFIT, NONPOLITJCAL pro ject, the 
co nference bring s to g ether a g ro u p o f disting u ish­ 
ed indiv idu als fro m a wide spectru m o f disciplines 
to ex amine the fo reig n po licy o f the United States 
with respect to what kind o f wo rld o rg anizatio n, 
if any , this co u ntry sho u ld striv e fo r in the nex t 
qu arter o f a centu ry . 
The co nclu sio ns the 1970 co nference members 
came to in their effo rt to lo o k ahead pro v ide 
fo o d fo r tho u g ht. They , o f co u rse, ex pressed the 
ho pe that the activ ities o f the g reat po wers du r­ 
ing the nex t 25 y ears will ensu re a mo re peace­ 
fu l wo rld than we hav e to day . 
The co nferees lo o k fo rward to a mo re hu man­ 
istic wo rld; “a wo rld in which wealth is mo re 
equ itably 
distribu ted and enjo y ed; 
a wo rld o f 


freer co mmu nicatio ns amo ng peo ples who , while 
co mmitted to their o wn v alu es and so cial sy s­ 
tems, will be able to respect o thers who differ 
fro m them.” 
They also env isio n a wo rld o f mo bility fo r per­ 
so ns, ideas and g o o ds and a wo rld in which so cial 
co nflict “will be attenu ated in its destru ctiv e, v io ­ 
lent fo rms and elev ated to the hig her and mo re 
co nstru ctiv e plane o f 
ratio nal 
co mpetitio n 
and 
co nflict reso lu tio n 
leading 
to 
hu man 
dev elo p­ 
ment.” 


THOSE CITIZENS participating in the co nfer­ 
ence wo u ld like to see a wo rld in which “the as­ 
piratio ns and realizatio ns o f men and natio ns 
ev ery where can be bro u g ht into a balance mo re 
co ndu ctiv e to happiness, tranqu illity and o rder; 
a wo rld in which man can liv e in peacefu l u nity , 
stability , secu rity , welfare and pro g ress.” 
In su mming u p their v iews, the co nferees de­ 
clared realistically 
that they reco g nize man al­ 
way s will fall sho rt o f co mpletely achiev ing these 
g o als bu t 
that 
he certainly will co me clo ser to 
achiev ing 
them 
if he has su ch g o als than if he 
do es no t. 
This seems a pro per, wo rthwhile and sensible 
fo cu s fo r 
o u r activ ities as indiv idu als and 
as 
natio ns. It is a small bit o f reassu rance in a 
difficu lt time. 


Chou Is the Sly One 


The United Staites is no t referred to dero g ato - 
rily as “Uncle Su cker” fo r no thing . All to o o ften 
this co u ntry ’s tru sting natu re g ets it into tro u ble 
when u nscru pu lo u s leaders o f o ther natio ns sell 
u s a bill o f g o o ds. And we are left ho lding the 
bag . 
Ou r willing ness to believ e ev ery thing is sweet­ 
ness and lig ht, when o ften it is ju st the o ppo site, 
has wo rked to o u r natio nal detriment to o o ften. 
The United Sitates as a natio n, as a peo ple, 
wearies easily . 
Altho u g h we are described as blo o dy imperi­ 
alists by the Co mmu nist wo rld and so me o f o u r 
o wn peo ple seem to g et so me kind o f peasu re 
o u t o f reminding u s o f the nu mber o f wars this 
co u ntry has participated in, the American peo ple 
co u ld no t be happier if there were a tru e peace 
in the wo rld based o n fairness and ju stice. 


CHOU EN-LAI, PREMIER o f Red China, kno ws 
this well and it u ndo u btedly was a facto r in his 
decisio n su ddenly to do a tu rnabo u t and pu t o n a 
happy face where Americans are co ncerned. 
The premier is a so ft-sell ex pert and has had 
remarkable su ccess in practicing this art — to 
the detriment o f the United States in the past. 
In fact, Cho u is g iv en credit fo r deceiv ing , ac­ 
tu ally tricking , Gen. Geo rg e C. Marshall with 
the resu lt that the Co mmu nists g ained co ntro l 
3f China rather than Chiang Kai-shek in 1946. 
He has ho o dwinked Americans at o ther times 


in the past, also becau se o f o u r tru sting natu re. 
No w o nce ag ain there is mu ch ex citement in 
this co u ntry o v er the pro spect o f disso lu tio n o f 
20 y ears o f u nfriendliness between the two co u n­ 
tries. Bu t, in the reco g nitio n o f past ex perience, 
this co u ntry wo u ld do well to mo v e with ex treme 
cau tio n. 
Once ag ain it has been Vice President Ag new 
who had the co u rag e to speak o u t and v o ice 
reserv atio ns as to the mo tiv es o f the Chinese 
His wo rds o f cau tio n sho u ld be heeded. 
As if in co nfirmatio n o f his po int o f v iew, it 
was disclo sed Thu rsday that Co mmu nist China 
has withdrawn fro m membership in the Inter­ 
natio nal Lawn Tennis Federatio n 
becau se o f 
“the manipu latio n o f U.S. imperialism fo r two 
Chinas.” The Chinese drag o n do es no t chang e 
its co lo r easily . 


AS A NATION, we mu st no t be lu red by the 
siren call o f China’s su per-salesman u ntil we 
kno w ex actly what he is selling . 
Strang ely missing in the qu iet diplo macy o f 
the table-tennis episo de is any u tterance fro m 
Chairman Mao Tse-tu ng , the real po wer in Chi­ 
na.

Bo g g s o f Lo u isiana was kno ck­ 
ed to the flo o r o f a washro o m 
in the Washing tn Gridiro n Clu b 
by a 60-y ear-o ld chap who did 
no t like what Mr. Bo g g s was 
say ing abo u t President Nix o n at 
the dinner table. 


THE MAN WHO kno cked Mr. 
Bo g g s do wn was Edward Mitch­ 
ell, a fo rmer co ng ressman fro m 
Nebra ska . Afterwards, 
Mr. 
MticheU wa s repo rted sa y ing 
he felt no mo re ill-will to ward 
Mr. Bo g g s, the issu e hav ing 
been settled. 
“This is a beau tifu l ex ample 
o f the cathartic v alu e o f per­ 
so na l, 
ex tempo raneo u s 
v io l­ 
ence/’--sa y s Ma nha tta n 
psy chi­ 


atrist Max T. Harring to n. “One 
o f the majo r hang u ps o f civ il­ 
ized so ciety is that we’v e sto p­ 
ped g iv ing ex pressio n to o u r ho s­ 
tilities. We ho ard them the way 
squ irrels ho ard nu ts — if y o u ’ll 
pardo n the ex pressio n — and 
wind u p with so me serio u s psy ­ 
cho lo g ical pro blems.” 
What this co u ntry needs, Har­ 
ring to n say s, is a g o o d fistfig ht. 
“I read in the papers abo u t 
so me y o u ng Wall Street sto ck 
bro kers who actu ally beat u p 
their bo sses when they were fir­ 
ed becau se o f recessio n,” 
he 
said. “I admit this mig ht no t 
hav e been v ery pleasant fo r 
the ex ecu tiv es, bu t I’m su re the 
y o u ng men feel mu ch better 
abo u t the matter. Instead o f 
sitting and su lking and hating 
the peo ple who fired them, they 
hav e pro bably 
fo rg o tten 
the 
who le thing and fo u nd o ther em­ 
plo y ment.” 
It is u nfo rtu nate, he say s, that 
su ch acts o f passio n — “As­ 
su ming 
they ’re 
co nsiderably 
sho rt o f mu rder” — are su b­ 
ject to criminal pu nishment. 
“It is a pecu liar co mment o n 
o u r so ciety when a man is per­ 
mitted to hu miliate ano ther per­ 
so n v erbally ; take away his liv e­ 
liho o d; while that man is no t 
permitted to respo nd directly to 
the so u rce o f his misery .” 


DR. HARRINGTON is no t ad­ 
v o cating a natio nwide o u tbreak 
o f street brawling , he say s. “I 


simply say that, when pro per­ 
ly pro v o ked, a man sho u ld be 
able to pu nch his pro v o ker in 
the sno o t. It’s a v ery healthy 
thing .” 
Certainly , indiv idu al v io lence 
is no t new to po litics, While 
President Nix o n — a man with 
a temper — u ses Vice President 
Ag new to retaliate ag ainst criti­ 
cism he receiv es in the press, 
he mig ht stu dy the metho ds o f 
the man who first held the jo b. 
Geo rg e Washing to n, it is said, 
u sed to walk into the o ffices o f 
newspapermen who had bad- 
mo u thed him and cane them 
so u ndly abo u t the bo dy and 
sho u lders. 
Histo ry has reco rded nu mer­ 
o u s scu ffles between this na­ 
tio n’s lawmakers, o ne o f the lat­ 
est being a wrestling match be­ 
tween Sen. 
Stro m Thu rmo nd 
(R-S.C.) and fo rmer Demo cratic 
Sen. Ralph Yarbo ro u g h o f Tex ­ 
as. 
“I am no t. repeat no t, adv o ­ 
cating a retu rn to the cav e­ 
man appro ach to liv ing ,” Har­ 
ring to n said. “I simply say that, 
fo r me, a black ey e is prefer­ 
able to a sto mach u lcer. Peo ­ 
ple hav e fo rg o tfen that the rea­ 
so n mo st children 
g ro w u p 
healthv is tha* thev g iv e v ent 
to their fru stratio ns. 
“Do n’t, y o u remember ho w 
mu ch y o u liked y o u r best bu ddy 
after v o u ’d ju st blo o died his 
no se?”

what he knew 
o f a $1.5 mil­ 
lio n lo an to a 
Fifth

c o rpo ratio n 
in 1967. 
The 
firm is inter-

ho lding s o f a mo dern Miami 
Beach Ho tel o n Co llins Av enu e. 
Pro bers and pro secu to rs at­ 
tached to the U. S. Atto rney ’s 
o ffice fo r the So u thern District 
here were searching fo r the ev i­ 
dence o f a po ssible $60,000 find­ 
ers fee kickback to an 
insu r­ 
ance firm ex ecu tiv e. 
This lo an, like sco res o f o th­ 
ers, had co me fro m the millio ns 
o f do llars paid by tru cking co m­ 
panies into a g arg antu an pen­ 
sio n fu nd to care fo r driv er in 
their o ld ag e — o r ev en in their 
earlier retirement. This is the 
no to rio u s Central States, So u th­ 
east and So u thwest Areas Pen­ 
sio n Fu nd o f the Internatio nal 
Bro therho o d o f Teamsters. 


IT IS A SIGN OF the times. 
It is a sig n o f thing s to co me. 
It is a sig n o f the shift o f fi­ 
nancial po wer in the nex t two 
decades — that this fu nd at last 
repo rt o n Jan. 31,19 70 was wo rth 
$717,9 9 6,280.24. 
And that was 
mo re than a y ear ag o . It sho u ld 
ro w be wo rth so me $900 mil­ 
lio n. And it is g ro wing like hair 
o n the flo wer children in a San 
Francisco park. 
Thu s in a sho rt 
while the 
Chicag o -based Teamsters fu nd 
will be wo rth a billio n do llars. 


Fo r a lo ng time the 
fu nd’s 
labo r tru stees, many o f who m 
hav e been inv estig ated by the 
FBI, so me o f who m, like Jim­ 
my Ho ffa, hav e been co nv icted 
o f federal crimes, hav e do min­ 
ated this behemo th mo ney pile. 
Fav o rs were do ne. Inv estments 
were made in the mo st banal, 
disdainfu l iashio n in ho tels, mo ­ 
tels and real estate dev elo p­ 
ments which wo u ld no t hav e g o t­ 
ten credit fro m a kinderg arten’s 
co llectio n o f pig g y banks. 
And Jimmy Ho ffa, o ne o f the 
tru stees u ntil he entered Lewis- 
bu rg , Pa., federal penitentiary 
back in March o f ’67, had many 
intimates. 
Like 
to u g h Pau l 
“Red” Do rfman, a fo rmer pu g 
who se ham fist missed me by 
a no se back in the day s when 
i co u ld du ck fast. That was in 
the po sh nig htclu b co rrido r o f 
San Francisco ’s Ho tel Fairmo nt. 


RED DORFMAN, acco rding to 
swo rm testimo ny befo re a 1959 
Senate co mmittee was “a majo r 
fig u re in the Chicag o u nder­ 
wo rld.” And he u sed to say 
that he was Jimmy ’s bu ddy . 
The testimo ny referred to in 
the Senate co ntinu ed. “He is an 
asso ciate o f mo st o f the leading 
g ang sters in the Chicag o area. 
He is the co ntact man between 
disho nest 
u nio n 
leaders 
and 
members o f the Chicag o u nder­ 
wo rld. . 
And Pau l Do rfman died March 
11, 1971: He was an insu rance 
co mpany ex ecu tiv e at the time 
— and they g av e him a fine 
fu neral. 
Bu t to g et back to Jimmy Ho f­ 
fa. No o ne kno ws why he ag reed 
to co me into to wn, handcu ffed, 
and talk abo u t a lo an made back 
in the mid-’60s. Perhaps James 
Riddle Ho ffa is weary o f priso n. 
He has been, and wants to co n­ 
tinu e to be, a mo del priso ner. 
He wants o u t. He wants to ru n 
fo r re-electio n at the Ju ly co n­ 
v entio n. 
He to ld this blu ntly to his 
g o o d friend, West Co ast Lo ng ­ 
sho remen’s chief Harry Bridg es

BUT SOMEBODY MEDDLED

and wo u ld need to anno u nce his 
o wn willing ness to lead ag ain. 
So mewhere he lo st his base o f 
po wer.

Laird was lu cky to g et o n pag e 
1 o f mo st newspapers. 


THEN, A FEW DAYS befo re, 
Sen. Henry Jackso n, (D-Wash.), 
had made a speech to the Amer­ 
ican So ciety o f Newspaper Edi­ 
to rs in which he said: 
“The capacity o f o u r strate­ 
g ic fo rce to su rv iv e a first 
strike is no w co ming into qu es­ 
tio n. The relentless So v iet stra­ 
teg ic and nav al bu ildu p po ses 
a serio u s threat no t to ju st o ne, 
bu t to all three o f the elements 
o f o u r strateg ic deterrent — 
ICBMs, bo mbers and Po laris- 
Po seido n.” 
Jackso n po inted to the pecu ­ 
liar inco nsistency o f the So v iet 
po sitio n in ¡he SALT disarma­ 
ment talks —a willing ness to 
co nsider dismantling defensiv e 
missiles, bu t abso lu te rfu sal to 
discu ss o ffensiv e missies. This 
makes sense if y o u ex pect so me­ 
day to hav e o v erwhelming first- 
strike capability and are 
no t 
really wo rried abo u t the enemy 
making a first strike. 
Sen. Jackso n g o t a little pu b­ 
licity fo r his speech, bu t he 
didn’t do any where near as well 
as Jane Fo nda, who landed o n 
the fro nt co v er o f Life’s April 
23 issu e. The Life article sho w­ 
ed Jane ho lding fo rth to po p- 
ey ed co lleg e stu dents as she de­ 
scribed 
her new film 
which 
maintains that stealing is no t 
theft, bu t o wning pro perty is. 
Life didn’t g et aro u nd to men­ 
tio ning that this marty r o f the 
y o u ng remains u npu nished fo r 
kicking a U.S. cu sto ms o fficer in 
the sto mach when he irritated 
her by finding a pu rse fu ll o f 
pills. It didn’t qu o te her classic 
statement, “Do n’t kno ck co m­ 
mu nism u ntil y o u ’v e tried it.” 
One o f the peo ple who hasn’t 
tried it is Jane. 
Jane has been bring ing anti­ 
war dramas to to wns in which 
military camps are lo cated, and 
she has been try ing to g et into 
the camps, themselv es, to pass 
o u t antimilitary literatu re. Many 
ho mesick GIs, it is said, g o t real 
tu rned o n. 


THEN THERE IS THE inter­ 
esting situ atio n o f racial war­ 
fare in the armed fo rces. In 
Vietnam, the hu rling o f frag ­ 
mentatio n g renades into 
the 
tents o f u npo pu lar white o fficers 
by militant black so ldiers has 
beco me su fficiently co mmo n so 
that “frag g ing ” has jo ined the 
military v o cabu lary . 
Gen. Hamilto n Ho wze, writ­ 
ing in the mag azine “Army ,” 
say s that U.S. military discipline 
is g enerally so bad that he 
do u bts if he co u ld su ccessfu lly 
co mmand an Army co mpany to ­ 
day in battle situ atio ns “ag ainst 
a po werfu l and determined ene­ 
my .” 
So we co me to the reso lu tio n 
g ap. Histo ry is fu ll o f cases 
where po werfu l natio ns sho rt 
o n reso lu tio n, hav e su ccu mbed 
to less po werfu l natio ns Napo l­ 
eo n with his disciplined leg io ns, 
licked the flabby armies o f 
many wealthier king s and em­ 
pero rs. 
The Chinese army wo u ld no t 
pu t u p with “frag g ing .” There 
are no Jane Fo ndav ici;°s ru n­ 
ning aro u nd Ru ssian mihtary 
camps. No Jane Fo ndang cs are 
kicking Cu ban o fficials in the 
sto mach and then dashing o ff 
to lectu re at Castro ’s u niv ersi­ 
ties o n the ev ils o f co mmu nism. 
No disillu rio ned No rth Vietna­ 
mese are camping defiantly o n 
any pu blic g ro u nds in Hano i. 
No TV pro g rams behind the 
Iro n and Bambo o cu rtains are 
mo no po lized by ang ry pro po ­ 
nents o f the Americans. 


WHAT WILL BE interesting 
to see is whether this g reat na­ 
tio n, the U.S.A., can be render­ 
ed defenseless thro u g h internal 
co nfu sio n and disbelief ev en as 
its wealth and liberties remain 
the env y o f mo st o f the wo rld, 
and while it retains in its hands 
the thu nderbo lts o f Zeu s. 
Fifty -nine-y ear-o ld Americans 
like me hav e liv ed fo r 59 y ears 
u nder a hig h deg ree o f perso nal 
freedo m. 
Perhaps it mig ht be in o rder 
if a 19 -y ear-o ld, sitting at the 
feet o f Jane Fo nda, beg an to 
wo nder ho w many y ears o f 
freedo m he’ll hav e.

Diet Affects Cholesterol Levels 


Dear Dr. Lamb — We read 
your article and felt moved to 
write you on your notion about 
animal 
fat 
b e i n g 
the 
cause of cho- 
1 e s t e r o 1 
levels in heart 
and 
vascular 
d i s e a s e . 
D a i r y ing 
is 
our 
busi­ 
ness. 
While 
waiting in a 
doctor’s office 
Or. l. e . Lamb I read an arti­ 
cle in a health journal that said 
they realized cholesterol levels 
are not changed by animal fats 
but more likely 
by 
genetics. 
Haven’t you heard about this 
yet? 
pear Reader — Thank you 
for your letter and also the en­ 
closures of a dairy association. 
Of course I have heard of the 
influence of genetics on choles- 
teral levels and so have most 
authorities working on this pro­ 
blem. It is one of several fac­ 
tors. I understand your concern 
since you are in the dairy bui- 
ness. 
. 
Now let’s clarify a few points. 
The enclosure you sent refers 
to the Framingham Diet Study 
and states that fats are unre­ 
lated to cholesterol. A number 
of groups in the food industry, 
including both meat and dairy 
groups, have made this state­ 
ment out of context trying to 
vindicate their position. 
Let's hear what the scientists 
say who did the actual study: 
“ It does not mean that the 
difference between Framingham 
and some other population (say 
the people of Japan) in serum 
cholesterol is unrelated to dif­ 
ferences between these popula­ 
tions in diet. Still less does it 
mean that 
serum 
cholesterol 
levels cannot be changed by 
changes in dietary intake.” 
Worldwide studies have been 
conducted on different popula­ 
tions in Africa, Asia, Europe 
and the United States. Differ­ 
ent forms of living habits have 
been studied and even the ef­ 
fects of imprisonment and occu­ 
pation during war. 
The huge mass of data ac­ 
cumulated through history and 
on a worldwide basis clearly in­ 
dicates the role of too much fat 
of any kind in the diet and 
particularly saturated fats found 
in dairy products and animal 
fats. 
This is not my personal opin­ 
ion; it is the official opinion of 


the Inter Society Commission on 
Heart Disease funded by the 
federal government and report­ 
ed Dec. 14, 
1970. The Commis­ 
sion 
recommended 
that 
less 
than 35 per cent of all 
the 
calories in the diet should be 
fat and less than 10 per cent of 
the calories should be of the 
saturated fat variety. 
The dairy industry could do 
a lot for health by developing 
a positive attitude. This means 
using cattle that produce milk 
relatively low in fat (like Hol­ 
stein cattle versus Jersey cat­ 
tle). And, of course, people can 
use 
the low-fat milk products 
and 
the nonfat milk 
powders 
and uncreamed cottage cheese 
— all are good for the health. 
The truth is, I 
favor using a 
quart of milk a day to provide 
enough calcium, BUT you can 
get that without the butter fat 
by using nonfat milk in cooking 
and other low-fat products.
